Dear Senator McCarran: ° 

During 1946-47, I spent a considerable 
length of time in Hungary where I saw un- 
scrupulous politicians — in conjunction with 
the Communist party leaders — for money and 
political powers sold out Hungary as an inde- 

nation fand its people) to the atheistic 
Third International. I feel myself in an au- 
thentic position to say that the Hungarian 
people, who always admired America for its 
freedom and justice, see — with a broken heart 
— that the same crooked politicians, who are 
responsible for the downfall of patriotic Hun- 
garians, have found asylum in America, where 
they further their detestable work (protected 
by certain high American politicians) against 
the welfare and good interest of Hungary and 
its people. 

I openly charge that the “Free Hungary 
Committee”’, which is organized and operating 
in America, is a front organization for the Third 
International and the majority of the persons 
who are in that organization, through fraud and 
misleading propaganda, are helping the Com- 
| munists in their aims to destroy civilization. I 
build up my very serious charges on the past, 
and present actions and statements of the per- 
sons who at present are holding leading posi- 
tions in the “Free Hungary Committee.” The 
following charges could be proved, if necessary, 
by thousands of refugees who are at present — 
some registered by the LR.O., some non-regis- 
tered — living in Germany and in Austria under 
fearful conditions without any protection or 
organized aid.

The one fact upon which we may rely for 
the eventual defeat of Socialism is that it is 
contradictory to Christianity. Examine any so- 
Cialist sal in the light of the teachings of 
Jesus Christ and the conflict between the two 
becomes apparent. 

Unfortunately,- many Christian leaders are 
doing much to promote Socialism. Prime Ministér 
Atlee has said Christian churches aided greatly 
in bringing his government to power. 

And in our country, preachers of the ‘Social 
Gospel” have generally supported the socialistic 
measures of the New Deal, the Fair Deal, and 
the Welfare State.

The 1948 World Conference of Protestant 
Churches in Amsterdam passed a resolution con- 
demning Capitalism equally with Communism;

resolution to condemn laissez faire capitalism.

“Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the 
midst of wolves; be ye, therefore, wise as ser- 
pents and harmless as doves.”

~-~A‘man cannot be wise without thinking. If 
he thinks, in considering Christianity and So- 


‘| ckalism, he will find it difficult to reconcile one 


with the other. We need not go deeply into 
theology to prove this. If the preachers of the 
“Social Gospel’ cannot be convinced, perhaps 
their followers will get new leaders. For their 
followers, if they start to do their own thinking, 
will see that advocacy of the Welfare State is 
helping to weaken-the Republic financially and 
morally and thus pene the day of a totali- 
tarian state.

ZIONISM_ ASSAILED 


BY SPANISH BISHOP 


Through “gold, blood and injustice,” Zion- 
ism has established the state of: Israel, the 
Bishop: of Teruel, Friar Leon Villuendas, de- 
clared recently in a signed article published in 
Madrid. Asserting that Zionists aimed at world 
destruction of the Christian Church, his article 
stated that Communists and Zionists are those 
who could not abide the “sound doctrine of the 
Catholic religion.” 


Bishop Villuendas stated further that Zion- 


ists had organized the Communist revolution in 


Russia and that. “the Jew-Schiff (the late Jacob 
H. Schiff) made.a. public declaration: in April, 
1917, that thanks to his financial aid, the Rus- 
sian revolution had succeeded.” 


Common Sense 


Zionism entered on its golden age with the 
end of World War I, the Bishop continued and, 
on October 24, 1918, Dr. Judah L. Magnes {an 
American who became -president of the Hebrew 
University in Palestine) declared publicly that 
he was a Bolshevik and agreed with Bolshevik 
doctrines and ideals. : 


“Zionist Judaism already has its throne in 
Palestine though it was rai by force of gold, 
blood and injustice. From there it can. inspire 
and direct world Jugaism with a view to es- 
tablishment of a uniVersal kingdom in which it 
will be Israel that directs and gives the orders,” 
Bishop Villuendas said. And, as authority for 
this statement, he cited a Rabbi Zolli (Israele 
Anton Zolli) former Chief Rabbi of Rome, who 
was converted. to Catholicism and who he 
quoted as having said:. “In the last 50 years

goods available; 
3. That the true believer will use violence to 
reach these ends. 


A Socialist of the one hundred per cehit | 


variety accepts the first and second propositions, 
but may reject the third. 

So. far as the ultimate condition of human 
society is involved, there is no difference between 
Socialism and Confmunism. No thoughtful man 
ever believed there was any difference until the 
Russian Revolution divided the Socialists in their 
choice of means—direct action, or gradual and 


- peaceful revolution. Prior to 1917 the belief or 


disbelief in violence was not regarded as a divi- 
sive characteristic. Now it is given too much 
importance. 

The Welfare State, in Great Britain and the 
United States,’ rests upon the proposition that 
government has both the duty and the power to 
take the fruits of the labor of the people and dis- 
tribute them according to the views of the men 
in control. In simpler words, the state will take 
charge of charity and philanthropy, and enforce, 
so far as it deems proper, the Commandment to 
love our neighbors as ourselves. 


COMMUNISM A RELIGION 

The Welfare State sinks to an even lower 
ethical level than either Socialism or Communism. 
In advocating coercion to bring about equality 
in distribution, the Communist proposes to be 
bound by a rule; he does not represent that he 
can create an earthly Utopia by improvisations 
as he goes along. He says that the rules were 
perscribed by. men greater than himself—by 
Marx and Lenin—and that he has duty to live 


-up to their “inspired” rules. This acknowledg- 


ment of something higher than his own mind 
enables the Communist to proclaim a supra-na- 
tional religion. This of course involves slavery— 
but little more than does the Welfare State. 

The leader in the Welfare State makes the 
false representation that he and his associates 
have superior minds and know how to establish 
distributive justice on a better basis than that 
made through freedom of cortract. They have no 
rule, no guiding principle. They, out of their 
superior intellects—and lack of practical exper- 
ience—will prescribe specific remedies. Every 
such remedy denies freedom of contract, and 
most of the remedies create special privileges. 

The man who has no freedom of contract is 
a slave to the extent of his deprivation. A man 
who must labor to sustain a special privilege for 
another man is also a Slave. 

The leaders in the Welfare State, through | 
their perversion of the power to tax, usurp the 
power to impose this slavery. John Marshall said 
a tax is “an exaction for the support of govern- 
ment.” This is the meaning of the word as used 


in our Constitution. When the Welfare State | 


exacts money for use in business enterprises of 
its own, or exacts money from some in order to 
give it to others, the purpose is not to support 
government. 

Congress is given the power “to lay and 
‘collect Taxes to pay the Debts and provide for 
the common Defence and general Welfare of the 
United States.” To give the proceeds to groups. 
as with “Social Security,” or to sections of the 
country, as with TVA’s, is not a provision for 


general welfare, but for a particular welfare. 
No provision in the Constitution authorizes such 
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measures. 

Since these socialist measures are ite within 
the legislative powers “herein granted,’ Con- 
gress was specifically forbidden by the Tenth 
Amendment to enact them. And each Member of 
Congress is bound by his oath of office not to 
vote for them. Therefore, an honest advocate of 
the Welfare State would first call for amendment 
of the Constitution. But under their code of 
ethics, theft of liberties and property and return 
to slavery can be -accomplished by stealth, and 
without Constitutional amendment. 


THE MATERIALISM OF SOCIALISM 

Since government pertains exclusively to 
human. conduct, correct reasoning about its 
functions leads first to the question: What is 
man? 

The Socialist says man is created by chancé 
and is a mere aggregate of material substances. 
Therefore his behavior is determined by physical 
desires and economic motives. This is the so- 
called economic interpretation of history. 

The Christian says man is a creature of 
God and a living, immortal soul. Although phy- 
sical desires and economic motives play a part in 
determining his behavior, yet the Christian ideal 
is that spiritual forces ought to control. 

Conclusions drawn from these different 
promises will necessarily differ. Nevertheless, in 
our Christian civilization much of the popular 
writing and teaching about government has for a 
long time been based upon the materialistic, 
Marxian conception of the nature of man. Hence, 
among most Western peoples the prevailing faith 
is in the State. 

Whether the Christian churches must take 
the blame for the prevalence of this faith is 
beside the point. They will suffer the conse 
quences, For the men who have spread this faith, 


and who duped the so-called “Christian Social- - 


ists,” do not regard the Church as a necessary 
institution. They will destroy the Church wher- 
ever it impedes their Welfaré State. 

The Socialist graduated income tax, origi- 
nally proposed in the Communist Manifesto, and 
adopted by Constitutional Amendment 37 years 
ago, will prove in time to be an instrument that 
will destroy the churches. 

To compare the teachings of Christ with 
modern Socialism let us ask first whether He 
prescribed the respective roles of Church and 
State. He recognized the necessity of both insti- 
| tutions. But did He so describe the respective 
functions of the two institutions as to separate 
them in a manner which forbids Socialism? It 
seems clear to us the prohibition was specific. 

Consider the conditions In Palestine during 
Christ’s time. Egypt with its dying civilization 
was on one side. The Greeks and Persians had 
corrupted the civilizations which had once existed 
among the neighboring peoples of Asia Minor. 
The Romans, who ruled Palestine, had fallen 
under the dictatorship of Aucustus. All the rot- 
tenness of these decaying civilizations had af- 
fected the people of Palestine. Uprooted, miser- 
able and poverty-stricken men were to be found 
everywhere. Rarely in human history hae con- 
ditions called so loudly for social reform. 

If ever civil rulers were confronted with the 
opportunity and the power to promote social 
reform, those rulers were the Emperors Augustus 
and Tiberius. 

But Christ never offered a word of advice 
on the subject of either Emperor. He made no 
effort to incite the people to demand social re- 
form. The modern, all-wise, impatient social re- 
former cannot imagine the neglect of such an 
opportunity. He tries to strain from Christianity 
a social gospel it does not contain. 

While the modern social reformer relies upon 
the power of the State exclusively, Christ never 
taught that Caesar’s power could be used to 
appear from those aspects of His teachings which 
improve the living conditions of men. This will 
appears from those aspects of His teachings which 
dealt with His attitude toward private property; 
His emphasis upon. appeals to the spirit—that 
all good conduct must be inspired from within; 
and the fact He exempted from Caesar’s power 
only matters of conscience. 

Whether @ man shall give his consent to an 
extension of the role of government beyond 
protection is a matter for his own judgment 
guided by conscience. If he is guided by Christian 
teachings he will not attempt to use a combina- 


tion of his own consent with that of a majority 


to coerce an objecting minority. 
These are things that must be rendered unto

“American statesmen” and European power poli- 
ticians is his totally false assurance of his fan- 
tastically unrealistic reliance on the French army 
which is today infinitely weaker than the Belgian 
Army was in 1940. 

Defenseless against the atomic bomb and 
with its land frontiers unprotected, France cane 
not even carry out a mobilization; all her efforts 
might amount to is a- mere heroic or a symbolie 
gesture. 

The American atomic bomb and the French 
army do not complement each other; they can 
neither be’ “balanced” nor coordinated, as 
Acheson wants Congress to believe. 

The truth is Western Europe can be de- 
fended by American soldiers only—and by no- 
body else. The United States has no milita 
allies capable of military action, unless suc 
“allies” are defended by American land forces 
from the very outset. 

But the United States has only an army of 


| 140,000 men in Europe. A successful land defense 


force must have a power at least two-thirds of 
the combat power of the attacking enemy. How 
can our opera bouffe Secretary ‘Acheson dare t@ 
assert to Congress “that he and the Atlantie 
planners of the London conference are justified 
by military science in believing: that a Western 
European force of about one-tenth of. the 
strength of the Soviet bloc can hold Western 
Europe against the Russian colossus—with the 
communist-contaminated French poilu forming 
the majority of that Western European force! 
And yet so eager are our “allies” for a con- 
tinvation of the financial benefits 
them under the Marshall Plan that they did 
confess their helplessness, unless protected by & 
much larger American army in Europe! 





Therefore, Acheson’s proposzl that t 
United States shall associate itself in future wit 
the Western European community of bankrupt 
nations in an alliance for economic and military, 
defense of an “American frontier on the river 
Elbe” is nothing but a brazen attempt to “bo 
the question” by creating an impression tha 
would deceitfully imply that the agreements tha 
in defiance of constitutional inhibitions had 
entered into at Teheran, Yalta, Potsdam etc. ha 
already been-endorsed and approved by the U. &. 
Senate and were no longer liable to be officially, 
rejected by the U. S. Senate at any momen& 

Failing to fool Congress with this Sanhedrins 
conceived scheme, Acheson left Congress in @ 
rage, declaring that henceforth he would com- 
municate with that body in writing only. 





The only sensible plan for the American 
people is to immediately conclude a separat 
and sensible peace treaty with Germany an 
Austria. 

Two matters of the greatest importance 
ought to be placed from now on before thé 
American voters, so that they may express 
themselves on them at the polls on November 
7th: 

1) Instruct all candidates for Congress to 
make an end of all such conspiracies a& 
this latest attempt by Acheson to line uw 
up for a World War III;

Congressman William Lemke has been an 
able Member of en for over fifteen years, 
and prior to that time he served his state with 
distinction in many capacities. 


The laws establishing The Bank of North 
Dakota, the State Owned Mill and Elevator, The 
State Bonding Fund, The State Hail Insurance, | 
and The Fire and Tornado Fund, were created 
by bills drafted by the Honorable William Lemke, 
and enacted by the Nonpartisan League control- 
led Legislative Assembly of North Dakota dur- 
ing Governor J. Frazier’s Administration. 

The amazing success of these state institu- 
tions are shining examples of what a state can 
do to curb monopolistic tendencies, and to assist 
private initiative and enterprise. 

_One of the first bills written by Congress- 
man William Lemke, and intraduced in Congress 
was the Frazier-Lemke Farm Loan Refinancing 
Ball which failed of enactment because it provided 
too much assistance for the farmers in the 
opinion of the loan sharks.

Congressman Lemke fought for the constant 
improvement of the National Peace Garden lo- 
cated on the border between the United States 
and Canada.
